TOWN AND COUNTRY. 
Tux weather, most universal of topics, has had more 
than its usual share of discussion during the week, 
and there are some grave reasons for the precedence 
now given to it in ordinary conversation, since both 


town and country feel the influence of such a tem- 


pestuous June. 

In the country there is uneasiness поб unmingled 
with hope; for the effects of the heavy rains upon 
harvest p are not at present alarming, though 
their much longer continuance would be very dan- 
gerous to the growing crops. Should the new moon 
bring a change to bright but not too scorching sum- 
mer weather, the wheat will show well in the ear, 
anda good, if not an abundant, crop of grain will, 
probably, be secured, though the harvests must 
necessarily be late in the northern districts. The 
root and fruit crops will be fine and plentiful; and 
though we shall fall short in hay, most of which has 
been already spoiled in the difficulty of ** making," 
there will be no reason to anticipate such a short 
supply of cattle food as will very permanently in- 
crease the price of meat. "We have renson, then, to 
look hopefully to such а, change in the weather as will 
give us a late summer and quickly ripening fields. 


THE LONDON SEASON 


also seems to suffer from the uncertainty of the ther- 
mometer; for, though there has not for some years 
been so much public holiday making— and the Queen 
has once more come among her subjects to take а 
personal part in the events that mark the period as 
one of activity—there is а dull influence in the air 
that makes a day in the streets less ple»sant than 
usual, even if it be possible to escape the heavy, 
soaking showers that come down so suddenly. Тһе 
day of the Review at Bushey was the exceptionally 
bright event of the past fortnight—almost the only 
glimpse of ** Queen's weather" we have had for the 
greater part of June. The programmes at theatres 
and ‘entertainments’? are varied and numerous, 
but even with them there is some evidence of a low 
tone of the public pulse. 


THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION 
is certainly growing in public favour, and visitors 
are now to be seen steadily going through the 
Courts—where they have discovered that there 
are really exquisite examples of arts and manu- 
factures worth studying; and when once they are in- 
telligently classified by a few notes in the catalogue, 
or even in the memory, after the plan of the building 
is familiar, are really as attractive as though they 


-were made the mere adjuncts of a big, glass green- 


house, or formed part of an almost undistinguishable 
“trophy.” We have, it seems, never been able to 
reproduce the “ Great Exhibition" of 1851, and if 
we fail to equal that really magnificent spectacle, it 
is better to be contented with a modest effort to pro- 
mote the real intention of such exhibitions by select- 
ing few but perfect examples of arts, sciences, and 
manufactures as means of public delight and infor- 
mation. 18 is pleasant to see how the china, porce- 
lain, and pottery courts are at last claiming their 
worthy share of attention, and how the popular 
appreciation is awakened to the exquisite specimens 


of fictile art exhibited there. The terra-cotta, too, 


is beginning to take a very definite place in the esti- 


: mation of our art students in schools of design and in 


the public estimation also. For some time the fine and 
beautifully-modelled red clay of Prussia seemed to have 
no counterpart among us, and the highly-finished 
figures, vases, and ornaments of the Berlin potters 
made from this material realised great prices. In 


. the present exhibition, however, they have an English 


rival in the beautiful, soft, ruddy colour of the 
terra-cotta made of the Devon clay, at the Watcombe 


^ Works, near Torquay; and specimens of the excel- 


lent work in this comparatively new medium occupy 
various places in the China Court as well as a stand 
in the open arcade outside, where they can be easily 
contrasted with the light-buff coloured terra cotta 
and the large and costly Berlin work, Š 

16 is cheering to see the real hearty pleasure taken 
by many of the working visitors in the Exhibition, 
and how in all the courts and fine-art galleries there 
is а fusion of classes that could not have existed half 
& century ago. That fusion, without confusion, is 
perceptible everywhere; and а question about a pic- 
ture asked of artist by craftsman is not more usual 
‘than а hint about some excellent specimen of handi- 


| craft being proffered by craftsman to artist, taking 


the words craftsman and artist as representative of 
mechanic or hand-worker; and connoisseur or head- 
worker. 

Even in the refreshment departments the same 
pleasant amalgamation may be seen; the second- 
class diners for a shilling being so numerous, how- 
ever, that the culinary art may be said to be the most 
extensively represented in the building. It seems to 
be the fashion to get over the harder part of the sight- 
seeing by about half-past two; then to adjourn to a 
substantial luncheon, and to reach the Albert Hall 
for the conéert at half-past three; after which, the 
lighter or high-art courts—such as the pottery апа 
porcelain, the jewellery and the French Court—form 
an agreeable finish to the afterhoon’s excursion; the 
interval broken by а“ demi-tasse'' in the open space 
under the tent in front of the little Café Francais. 
Some of the more robust sightseers may finish the 
evening afterwards at one of the London theatres; 
and we can understand a very pleasant half-day being 
made by в stroll through some portions of the inter- 
national show, а quiet little dinner in the hot or cold 
banquet-rooms, a still quieter cup of coffee in France, 
and an adjournment to the charming little Court 
Theatre in Sloane-square, whence we shall nbw be 
able to reach the Mansion House, by the new Thames 
Embankment Railway, іп a few minutes, | 


OUR COUNTRY VISITORS 
already muster pretty strongly, and we have also a 
good many Americans among us whose cosmopolitan 
ease is as agreeable as it is noticeable in our public 
institutions and our public conveyances. One good 
result of the visit of these very far-off country 
cousins of ours, our brisk, brave, ingenious kinsmen 
from across the Atlantic, is that we are beginning to 
understand them better; to learn what a tender, 
child-loving, merciful heart the true American has; 
how much we have misjudged the national character 
because of some bad specimens that have claimed to 
represent it, and because of some spiteful libels 
published not only in our own, but in renegade 
Yankee newspapers; to learn, in short, what a true 


| gentle man is the American gentleman, and how 


close a regatd he has for the England which he, too, 
has been led to misjudge and to suspect without 
good reason. 

But for the country visitors the theatres would have 
been doing less prosperously; but by their aid some 
of them have made a dull season into a good one. 
The little Prince of Wales’s has kept that mock- 
cynical, tenderly-sentimental, humorously-human 
comedy of “Ошз” on its bills; and our cousins 
seem to tire of it no more than we ourselves do, even 
after we have seen it half a dozen times. Let it be 
withdrawn, and the people who have not seen it more 
than once will want it back again, if only because the 
hand that wrote it is still. Other great popular 
**favourites’’ and entertainers have been, as it were, 
called before the curtain of the half-season and made 
to give encore performances before departing for the 
autumn, Thus 16 comes about that Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Paul, who have ‘‘dratted the men” and 
* bothered the Шев,” and given living pictures of 
little Emperors, and great tenors, and British house- 
maids, and goodness knows who, over half the 
habitable globe, have just finished & red-hot little run 
of four or five nights at the West-End. То begin 
another breathless little run of a week or so at the 
East-End, where they. appear in that big, handsome 
theatre, opposite the Shoreditch Railway station, 
known as the Standard—on Monday, to make Shore- 
ditch, Bethnal-green, Hackney, and Kingsland laugh 
for once on the right side of the mouth, even though 
the Government, through Mr. Lowe, have promised 
lords of the manor to wink while they steal the little 
that remains of Epping Forest.

HENLEY REGATTA. 

THE regatta at Henley-on-Thames, which began on 
June 29 and ended on the following day, annually 
brings together the best amateur oarsmen of England. 
Oxford, Cambridge, Eton, London, and Dublin send 
up the crack crews of their boat clubs; and this year 
the Tyne, which had hitherto been more famed for 
powerful and skilful watermen than for its amateur 
club, was represented by a four who had already 
proved themselves worthy of the fame of the re- 
nowned river which they hail from. Few places 
could be more admirably adapted for an aquatic féte 
than is the beautiful and bright reach of the Thames 
at Henley. The course extends in almost a straight 
line from an ornamental temple far up the river, 
backed by the sombre foliage of an immense forest, 
down to the old-fashioned stone bridge which spans 
the Thames in this part of its course. On the Berk- 
shire side is an open meadow free to visitors; on the 
Bucks side are pretty villas and well-kept lawns. 
The town itself is en 166е, the hotels cater admirably, 
the bridge is thronged with lines of carriages occu- 
pied as gaily and as brightly as those that are to be 
seen at Ascot. There isa grand stand and a band 
stand, and there is everywhere a profusion of flags 
and bright colours. Unfortunately the regatta has a 
reputation for rain; but this did not prevent the 
ladies from patronising the meeting as extensively as 
usual, or from appearing in those light summer 
dresses which the new-fashioned rigour of an English 
June has kept so long out of sight. Happily, both 
days were fine. The water, specked all over with 
Колли and racing craft, glistened under the 

ms of a bright sun, while the air was clear, warm,

with the first heat for the grand challenge cup. 
In this the Eton College eight, Dublin University, 
and the Oscillators started, and the opening race 
Dg & very close one, the Dublin crew holding 
ton hard to the finish, though the Sporting Life 
тераци thinks the boys would have shown there was 
still another т in them had they been called upon 
to make it. They were a very level lot, and in many 
respects about the best crew Eton has turned out for 
years, though their success in the heat did not cause 
them to be fancied for the final against London, whose 
time was much better, and whose victory over 
Kingston was the greatest surprise of the day. The 
heat for the visitors’ challenge cup was a very tame 
affair, as Christ Church had not a chance, although 
the Black Prince crew did not display anything like 
the form we anticipated from Cambridge this year. 
There was a lot of racing for the diamond sculls, the 
majority of the men entered being, to the last, of 
opinion that they were “ір іб.” In this event the 
Tyne was for the first time represented on the Henley 
water, and Mr. Fawcus, of the Tynemouth Rowing 
Club, earned much credit, as not only did he dispose 
of May and M‘Clintock-Bunbury with ridiculous 
ease, but he went right away from and never gave а 
chance to Long, when they met in the second round, 
the Wingfield sculls winner once more showing how 

unsuited he is for short courses. 
Dublin went in very strongly forracing, and were re- 
presented in nearly everything ; butthough they rowed 
ый і well, they do not show the improvement 
on year's form which we expected, having doubt- 
less felt the want of their original mentor, Tom Grant, 
who now has а Dublin Kingstown crew in hand, with 
a view of preparing them for the Metropolitan Re- 
tta. They were beaten in their heats, both for the 
tewards' and the Wyfold, making the best fight of 
itin the former, and causing Kingston to do their 
very utmost to win. In the pairs, Mair and Lewis 
(Oxford) showed no form whatever, but the Dublin 
men went very well, and towards the finish, when it 
looked as if the Messrs. Close (Cambridge) had them 
hopelessly beaten, they came again with a vigour that 
astonished everybody, and made the conclusion of 
the race very exciting, light-blue winning, how- 
ever, by a length and a half. The only other notable 
event in the course of the day was the race between 
the London Rowing Club and the Tynemouth four, 
in the second heat. Both raced right away from 
Christ Church; and Tynemouth, after leading for 
more than half way, were eventually beaten by a bare 
length, after one of the finest races we have witnessed, 

THE SECOND DAY. 


Favoured by beautiful weather, the second day's 
boat-racing at Henley came off with complete 
success. The attendance was large, and the dus 
pene consisted of the rowing off of the final

the London Rowing Club could send up. Dublin 
Trinity College crew, gallant but unfortunate, were 
beaten by the Cambridge "^ =. the visitors’ cup. 
A Thames Rowing Club fou. Kingston for the 
Wyfold; the Ino eight beat London and Radley for 
the Thames сир. The final heat for the diamond 
sculls gave promise to be the most interesting event 
of the day. Mr. Goldie had to meet Mr. Fawcus, of 
the Tynemouth Club, as well as Mr. Ashby, of 
Staines, and it was more than doubtful as to whether 
he most powerfu oar of his year at Cambridge would 
be able to hold his own against the representative of 
the Tyne amateurs, Any speculation on the subject 


was soon settled, Fawcus taking the lead at start and 
holding it to the finish—not, indeed, without con- 
siderable effort, but still with something to spare. 
From the form in which the gentleman from the north 
won this race against an accomplished sculler there 
can be little doubt that he would stand a fair 
chance in any race for the amateur championship 
London carried off the steward's cup from the Oxford 
Etonians and the Kingston. The Reading four, wh: 
pulled an excellent race on the Thursday, gave further 
proof of their prowess by beating the Eton Excelsior: 
for the Town cup. The most hotly-contested race ot 
the regatta was that between Pembroke, Dublin 
Trinity, and Eton College eights for the ladies’ plate. 
All the way over the mile and a quarter—a distance 
quite long enough to test the powers of any eight—did 
the three boats, with each crew strained to the utmost 
tension, hold to each other, neither being able to get 
out of the other’s grip. If there could possibly be a 
shade of doubt on so fine a race, it lay in the fact 
that, through the Eton boat verging closely on the 
Dublin’s line, the latter would have had great diffi- 
culty in getting up between the Eton and Pembroke 
without danger of fouling. Ultimately the Pembroke 
scored the victory, with the other two boats close up. 
In the race for the silver goblets, Gulston and Long 
very nearly threw away victory by estimating too 
cheaply at the finish the force that was still left in 
James B. Close and John B. Close, their opponents, 
whom they only vanquished by a length. 

The races were admirably umpired by Mr. Risley 
and Mr. J. G. Chambers. 

Maidenhead and Marlow Regatta closely followed 
at the stern of Henley; and now the crack oarsmen 
of the Thames are looking forward to two of the 
pleasantest river meetings of the season :—Walton- 
on-Thames Regatta, which is to give life and colour 
to-day (Saturday) to a delightful, sylvan reach of 
the river; and Staines Regatta, fixed for the 22nd 
inst. .

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THE EMPEROR OF BRAZIL, NOW ON A VISIT TO LONDON 
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THE EMPEROR AND EMPRESS OF 
BRAZIL. 


Wz this week айа to our cosmopolitan portrait 
gallery the likenesses of Dom Pedro II. and his con 
sort, Emperor and Empress of Brazil, whom a 
number of their subjects welcomed to London, at 
Charing-cross station, on June 29, but for whom 
there was no formal reception on the part of our 
Royal family, as their Majesties are travelling in- 
cognito and wish to avoid any unnecessary display 
during their visit to this country. His Majesty, who 
із forty-six years of age, is justly esteemed for his 
personal qualities and accomplishments, as well as 
for his loyalty and integrity as & Constitutional 
Sovereign. Skilled as surveyor and engineer, chemist 
and geographer, the Emperor of Brazil is also a good 
linguist, being familiar with the languages and 
literature of England, Germany, France, and Italy, 
and having a special partiality for the poctry of 
Longfellow. Handsome, and portly, and tall (several 
inches over six feet in height), his Majesty is a 
worthy husband of so amiable an Empress as his 
wife, daughter of the ex-King Francis I, of Naples. 
Her Serene Highness the Princess Imperial has 
assumed the Regency of the Brazilian empire during 
the absence in Europe of his Majesty the Emperor, 

Dom Pedro II. has shown himself a wise and reform- 
ing Monarcb, and one of his last acts before setting 
out for Europe will be certain to win the admiration 
of Englishmen. A bill has been introduced into the 
Brazilian Chambers, prompted, it is believed by the 
Emperor himself, to provide for the emancipation of 
all slaves owned by the Crown. Some thousands of 
these slaves are employed at tho famous Brazilian 
diamond-mines, and the moral effect of their manu- 
mission is likely to be very great. Free negroes in 
Brazil have already made their way to high positions 
in almost every department of the State, and the 
effect of the new measure will be to largely augment 
their power and influence as a race. 


HOW TO SEE THE SIGHTS OF LONDON 


is being best exemplified by the Emperor of Brazil. 
His Majesty did not reach Claridge's Hotel until six 
o'clock on Thursday ве nnight, and at six next morning 
he and the Empress were out inspecting St. Paul's. 
Of course, “ nobody '' was astir at such an untimely 
hour, and the Emperor was consequently enabled to 
do a good stroke of sight-seeing quite unmolested, 
After leaving St. Paul's they went to Guildhall. 
Afterwards they, with their suite, lunched at 
Claridge's. Subsequently they took a drive in St. 
James's and Hyde Parks, and afterwards went to the 
review at Bushey Park. On their return to town 
they dined with their suite at Claridge's Hotel. On 
Saturday morning, shortly after six o'clock, the 
Emperor of Brazil, attended by one of the members 
of his retinue, left in an open carriage to see the 
pope thoroughfares and outskirts of the West- 

nd, returning to breakfast at his hotel with the 
Empress and the principal members of their Imperial 
Majesties' household, At eleven o'clock they visited 
the Tower, and went over every part of the old 
fortress. They returned home for luncheon, and 
afterwards paid a visit to the Prince and Princess 
of Wales at Marlborough House, and afterwards 
honoured Sir Roderick Murchison by a visit at his 
residence in Belgrave-square. At five o'clock the 
Emperor and Empress, attended by a limited suite, 
went to Clarence Lodge, Bushey Park, to dine with 
their son-in-law, the Duc de Nemours. On Sunday 
morning the Emperor was again out early, and, after 
breakfasting with the Empress and suite, left town 
for the Princess de Joinville’s, at Twickenham, 
where their Imperial Majesties remained en famille 
during the day, returning home shortly before eleven 
o'clock. On Monday morning the Emperor took his 
drive, as usual, before London was awake. Не paid 
а visit to Highgate Cemetery early, апа visited 
Coleridge's tomb, returning to breakfast with the 
Empress and members of his suite, after which their 
Imperial Majesties went over both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and subsequently visited Westminster Abbey, 
and were occupied there more than an hour and 
а half. They returned to luncheon at Claridge's, 
after which his Imperial Majesty went to Westminster 
and listened to the Tichborne case, "Their Imperial 
Majesties the Emperor and Empress paid a visit to 
the House of Commons in the evening. The Empress 
was, in obedience to the not over-courteous rules of 
the House, relegated to the seclusion of the Ladies' 
Gallery ; but the Emperor, accompanied by his Prime 
Minister, took his place over the clock, and remained 
there for some time, an apparently attentive listener 
to the debate upon the Army Regulation Bill.

THE LYRE BIRD, 


of which our Artist gives an Illustration, is one of 
the most remarkable denizens of the Zoological 
Society's Gardens, from the fact that it is the first 
one that has been brought alive to London, Why 
“ Lyre Віга”? Well, it is so called because its 
эшка tail resembles in form an ancient Greek 

re. 
"t is between the size of п barn-door fowl and that 
of a pheasant; in colour, a smutty dark brown on the 
back, and in the lower part of its body a dingy grey. 
The tail feathers are described as brown, white, and 
black, very prettily arranged, forming graceful 
curves to the right апа left. The beak is straight 
and thick; the claws are remarkably large. This 
bird is only found in New South Wales, chiefly in 
the forests of eucalyptus-trees, on the slopes of the 
Blue Mountains. Zoologists have differed whether 
to place it in the gallinaceous tribe or amongst the 
insect-eating birds of a different class, but the former 
opinion now prevails, 

It has many curious habits in a state of liberty. It 
sometimes mocks the notes of other birds, and even 
the howling of wild dogs; in the Regent’s Park 
Gardens it may learn to imitate a great variety of 
animal voices. It has a trick also of scraping up the 
sand into small hillocks and then rolling over them 
or trampling them down. 


THE PALACE-UNDER-THE-SEA. 


Margate may boast of its Hall-by-the-Sea, Bou- 
logne of its Etablissement des Bains; but Brighton 
is to beat all watering-places.

BRIGHTON AQUARIUM, 
that is now rapidly emerging from the inchoate and 
amorphous mass of stone and plaster which has for 
some time been visible under the Marine-parade, is, 
as far as the vulgar mind can gather, to be in reality 
a fashionable lounge. It is not merely to gaze at 
fantastic polypifera, at nebulous medusa, ог at lazy 
molluscs, that young ladies will ask their papa to 
descend from the heat and glare of Brighton into the 
cool and spacious courts that front long tesselated 
corridors, lit up by the mysterious green light of the 
sea water, and decorated with the shadowy architec- 
ture of a cathedral crypt. Far from it. Those who 
are anxious to learn the mysteries of salmon culture, 
or would like to know how the nimble whitebait 
amuses himself until he is elevated to the dignity of 
being cooked, or who are even more desirous to wit- 
ness the gambols of a playful young dolphin in an 
immense and transparent tank, will doubtless be 
gratified; but the majority of the Londoners who 
contemplate an autumn or winter residence in 
Brighton will prefer to know what additional attrac- 
tions are to accompany this pursuit of knowledge. 
We are not aware to whom is due the eredit of having 
in the first case sounded and gauged the tastes of the 
people of Brighton and London; but it would appear 
that these watery halls have been laid out in a fashion 
dangerously resembling the 
PALACE ALKOREMI, 
which the grandson of Haroun al Raschid built in 
the city of Samarah.  Paterfamilias, as he descends 
the broad stone steps and finds himself in the en- 
trance-court, will get glimpses of other courts and 
halls which will remind him ominously of the five 
chambers in Vathek’s Palace. “Іп the first of 
these," says the veracious Beckford, * were tables 
continually covered with the most exquisite dainties, 
which were supplied both by night and by day, 
according to their constant consumption; while the 
most delicious wines and the choicest cordials flowed 
forth from a hundred fountains that were never ex- 
hausted.’’ Now, strangely enough, the very next 
chamber, or hall, in both these buildings is that 
devoted to music; and although Beckford’s phrases 
slightly exaggerate the sweetness of the Brighton 
ds, we may be excused for once more quotin 

him :—‘ The Temple of Melody was inhabited by the 
most skilful musicians and admired poets of the time, 
who not only displayed their talents within, but, 
dispersing in bands without, caused every surround- 
ing scene to reverberate their songs, which were con- 
tinually varied in the most delightful succession." 
Could anything be more seductive, on a hot and 
sweltering day L Brighton, than to forsake the upper 
air, and descend to dine—a fish-dinner would, of 
course, be most appropriate—in these halls of science, 
with delicate music streaming through the long cor- 
ridors, and with glimpses all around of fountains 
plashing over ferns, and twilit rockeries, around which 
the sea-water lies cool and still? 

Whether, however, as a mere lounge for the idle 
and the curious, or as а definite means of popular 
education, the large aquarium at Brighton is really

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AN ELOQUENT SERMON ON SAMUEL 
was delivered early on Sunday morning by Dean 
Stanley, ever active in promoting true religion by 
the utterance of precepts which have the ring of 
genuine, unbigoted Christianity about them. The 
listeners to the address were some 

700 TELEGRAPH BOYS, 
who assembled at eight o’clock, in uniform, at St. 
Martin's-churchyard, Charing-cross. At 8.15 the 
boys, having broken into column, marched, headed 
by their band, to Westminster Abbey. The service 
was a model one in every respect. Prayers, singing, 
sermon, and benediction were gone through within 
three quarters of an hour, so that, before the novelty 
of the situation had departed from the lads, they 
were being dismissed, in military style, outside the 
Abbey. The result was a striking attention on their 
part to every portion of the service. They joined in 
the hymn with heart and voice, and also in repeating 
the Lord’s Prayer. At the conclusion of Divine 
service 
DEAN STANLEY 
preached, taking for the text of his discourse the 
second chapter Ist Samuel, 18th, 19th, and 26th 
verses, and the third chapter 186 Samuel, Ist, 4th, 
8th, 9th, 19th, and 20th verses, These verses, the 
very reverend preacher said, represented the 
STORY OF THE LITTLE JEWISH BOY 
ministering in the service of the Tabernacle, and 
doing there things which enabled him in after life to 
become a useful, good, and great man. He should 
briefly touch upon three points which that story sug- 
gested. First, there was the interest which the 
parents of the older generation took in this little 
boy. Eli, the high priest, welcomed him to the 
Temple, and treated him like his own child. Elkanah 
and Hannah, his father and mother, came every year 
to see him, and were rejoiced to find him in the bright 
little coat which year to year they brought him. The 
Church at present in like manner welcomed and 
watched the young souls of those who were gathered 
that day in that venerable building, and contrasted 
with pleasure those old grey walls with their rosy 
faces and active limbs. It was а pleasant picture to 
see them collected there in sacred worship on that 
summer morning. Let those parents and friends of 
the boys who had come to the Abbey that day remem- 
ber that they had a precious charge in these children 
which no separation could extinguish, no matter how 
distant that separation might be, nor however rarely 
they might see them. They would follow them with 
their prayers, and their loving wishes, and their 
advice. Although they had come to be 
the servants of the public, they had not 
ceased to be children of their parents, the brothers 
of their brothers and sisters, finding the best 
happiness in their homes, and giving to their 
homes the best happiness in return. The second 
point for reference was the religious and good 
thoughts of the little Samuel himeelf. The boys 
had done well to Gome there that day to consecrate 
their work in that holy 2% but it ought to be 
borne in mind that not only then, but every morning 
and evening, they should kneel down and say а 
prayer, however short, to God to guide them through 
the day and keep them through the night. Aud if 
sometimes they were so hard pressed with work that 
they ha4 not time to say all they wished to say, then 
let them repeat to themselves the hymn they had just 
sung, written by one of the best English Bishops that 
ever lived :— 
Lord, I my vows to Thee renew ; 
Disperse my sins as morning dew : 
Glory to Thee, who safe has kept 
And hast refreshed me while I slept, 
Direct, control, suggest, this day 
Ай І design, or do, or взу; 
Guard my first springs of thought and will, 
And with Thyself my spirit fill.

He would urge upon those present that they also 
had a call from God.

They had a special 
calling—a calling which one might say was new in 
the world, а calling which was very important, a 
calling which depended upon their fidelity, diligence, 
activity, and intelligence for its proper fulfilment. 
They were called upon, as servants of their country, to 
carry to the doors of houses those quick messages 
which were also matters of life and death, of joy and 
sorrow, to thousands of households. Whenever su 
message was placed in their hands it was God who 
spoke to them to it straight to the place for 
which it was intended; to turn aside neither to the 
right nor to the left; to allow no pleasure or pain, no 
amusement or weariness, to prevent them taking it 
honestly or speedily to those whom it concerned. 

CONCLUSION. 


* And perhaps,” concluded the Dean, “ perhaps 
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this service may stamp some memories upon your 
minds which will come back to you in after years 
when you have become fathers of happy boys like 
yourselves, and have. been placed in some high and 
responsible position. Then, perhaps, you may re- 
member how that, on this day, you marched through 
the tombs of famous Englishmen and kneeled in. 
prayer and sang your hymn in the most beautiful 
and sacred of English churches. You may remember 
that, from this day, like Samuel, you grew in favour 
with God and also with man. You may remember, 
let us hope you will remember, that from henceforth 
you became more diligent, and more cleanly, and more 


conscientious, and more religious than before. You 
may remember, let us hope you will remember, that 
this day was the beginning of new usefülness and the 
fresh exercise of new faculties." 


ANECDOTE OF JOHN WESLEY. 


On Saturday afternoón the Dean of Westminster 
delivered an interesting lecture before a large audi- 
ence, in the School of Mines, Jermyn-street, on ** The 
Early Christians." Inthe course of his lecture, Dean 
Stanley said:—**It is reported that John Wesley 
once, in the crisis of the night, found himself, as he 
thought, at the gates of bell. He knocked and asked 
who were within, ‘Are there any Protestants here?’ 
ће asked. ‘ Yes,’ was the answer, “а great many.’ 
‘Any Roman Catholies?’ ‘Yes, a great many.’ 

“Yes, a great 
many.’ ‘Any Presbyterians?’ ‘Yes, a great many.’ 
*Any Wesleyans?' ‘Yes, а great many.’: Disap- 
pointed and discouraged, especially at the last reply, 
he traced his steps upwards, found himself at the 
gates of Paradise, and.here he repeated the same 
questions—‘ Any Wesleyans here?’ “Хо, ‘An 
Presbyterians?’ “Хо. ‘Any Church of Englan 
men?’ ‘No? “Any Roman Catholics?’ ‘No.’ 
‘t Whom have you, then, here ?' he asked, in astonish- 
ment. ‘ We know nothing here,’ was the reply, ‘ of 
any of the names you have mentioned. The only 
name of which we know anything here із ““СЁгізЫап.”” 
We are all Christians here, and. of those we have & 
great multitude (which no man can number) of all 
nations, and kindreds, and peoples, and tongues.’ 

“ That is the truth (added Dean Stanley) which 
we shal have to learn hereafter about the name 
Christian; it may be as well for us to learn it here. 
It includes, and comprises, and overrides all the 
others by which men have been divided, because it is 
the name derived from Him to whom they all look, 
from whom they are all descended, in whom they all 
live. ‘Christianity’ is a nobler name than any par- 
ticular form of Christians, ‘ Christendom’ is a more 
magnificent name than any particular creed or section 
of ‘Christians,’ because ‘ Christian’ is a greater name 
than any particular opinion or custom, and because 
Christ is à greater name than any person, or teacher, 
or doctrine, or custom, than any other which has 
appeared on earth."
